Senator Walsh on Exportation. 


Senator Walsh of Massachusetts urges an embargo on (he 


exportation of coal, which he claims is placing business in this 


— 
country, and particularly, in New England, at a disadvantage 
already serious, and which will become even more serious it 
steps are not taken to prevent sending out of the country coal 
that is needed at home. 


In dealing with -this subject in the Senate a few clays ago 


Senator Walsli presented facts and figures that should com- 
mand attention. He said dial an incipient coal famine exists 
in New England which has already closed some industries, 
and which if not relieved will close many more and lead ulti- 
mately to a nation-wide paralysis of industry. 
He said there 


are three causes of this trouble — the car shortage, undcrpro 
ductionat (he mines and exportation— and he pronounced the 
hitter to be much (he most serious. 
He said bituminous coal 


js pouring 'out of the country at the rate of 2,000,000 tons a 
month and that the aniounl bids fair to increase to '!, 000,000 
tons a month by mid-summer. 


In the face of a shortage at home this is not a pleasant facl 


to conte/nplate. According to Mr. Walsh, foreign agents are 
here bidding against home buyers, and coal that oughl to be 
used in New England is going across the water in ship loads. 
Retail dealers lire finding it diflicull 'to secure supplies, with 
(he result that industry is suffering in places, with a prospecl 
lhat conditions will be, worse before they arc better unless 
something is done, and that soon, lo change the situation. 


Senator Walsh's remedy for a condition which he is positive 


should not exist is for the government to investigate as soon 
as possible, and place itself in possession of all the facts, and 
then to fake such steps as would protect the people of New 
England and Ihe country against a fuel shortage caused by 
exportation of coal urgently needed at home.
